Established in 1990, the Lake Creek Historical Society was 
formed to help preserve the rich and varied heritage found 
within the Lake Creek area of Oregons Rogue River Valley. 
Thru the restoration of historic sites and structures, the 
documentation of our colorful history and helping to create 

a greater awareness of our natural resources, the LCHS is 
educating the generations of today for the benefit of the 
generations of tomorrow. 


LCHS is a non-profit organization chartered under the laws of 
the state of Oregon. The society is exempt from state and 
federal income tax under the 501(C) (3) section of the 
Internal Revenue Code.

OLD COMMUNITY MEETING PLACE REFURBISHED 


As most of you already know, the old Lake Creek community 
building is receiving some mich needed R & R (reconstruction 
and repair). In late December the Board of Directors of the 
LCHS authorized the R.A. Murphy construction company to go 
ahead with the restoration and repair of the Hall. 


Major repair work including a new foundation, bathrooms and a 
new septic and drainfield system as well as insulation, a new 
temperature control system, rewiring and interior remodel 
comprise the bulk of work to be done. 


Design for the repairs was preformed by Marquess and 
Associates in consultation with Howard McKee,A.I.A.. RAM 
construction has agreed to work at cost and design service 
donations amount to fifty percent of the usual and customary 
fee. These two very generous donations brought the project 
into budget ahead of schedule allowing the work to begin 
nearly four months sooner than originally planned. 

Cash contributions from the Jackson County Challenge 
Opportunity Fund of $18,400.00 and from SOHS of $20,000.00 
combined with $5,000.00 raised by the LCHS for the project. 


Local support in the form of work parties, equipment donation 
and reduced charges on materials and labor have totaled more 
than $2,500.00 to date. The donation of 1,640 concrete blocks 
for the foundation by Mr. Rahenkamp of Lake Creek amounted 

to more than half of the materials donation received thus 
far. Additional donations are expected as the project 
unfolds. 


With continued strong local support the repair work may be 
completed by April.

lime box for out-house
